MAY IT PLEASE YOUE EXCELLENCY, 

W E hacl the honour of receiving Your Excellency's commands through the 
Right Honourable Mr. Secretary Peel’s letter of the 20th of October last, 
calling our attention to an accompanying clause of an Act of Parliament passed 
in the last Session, and directing that ivc should proceed to the exercise of all 
such powers and authorities as were vested in the Commissioners of Inquiry into 
the claims of the Creditors of the Royal Canal Company, as were necessary for 
the completion of the objects for which that inquiry was instituted. 

Your Excellency was pleased at the same time to point out to us the most 
material objects to which our attention should be called ; viz. 

First , — The admission of proof of claims from such creditors or stockholders 
as had been prevented from proving them by any fatality, or who could show 
any reasonable excuse for their apparent negligence : 

And, Secondly , — The receiving an account of and registering the sale, assign- 
ment or transfer of such Stock, Loan Debentures or other Securities, as may have 
taken or may talcG place after inquiry made by the Commissioners of Inquiry. 

Vv'e have now most respectfully to acquaint Your Excellency, that immediately 
after Your Excellency’s commands, we gave notice in the public papers of this 
citv, as well as in those of the several provincial towns and cities of this king- 
dom, that we were ready to receive proofs of claims, at the same time 
limiting the period to the 1st day of February last, in conformity to Your 
Excellency’s instructions; and we also made known, in the same way, that all 
persons who had parted with or who may hereafter part with any Loan or Slock 
Debenture, were bound by law to give an account of such transfer to us, and 
that we were prepared to receive and register the same ill books provided for 
that purpose. 

tVe beg leave to state, for Your Excellency’s information, that in the exercise 
of our new duties we admitted no claims where the Stock or Loan Debenture 
was not produced to us, or to some magistrate, before either of whom proof upon 
oath was required to be made of the value given for the purchase of each 

A debenture, 
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debenture, and in the few instances which came before us of the holders of 
debentures not being able to state the amount of the purchase, but giving proof 
of the period, we have recorded such debentures at the rate of the day: and 
when neither could be satisfactorily ascertained, we have allowed an averau-' 
price. 

We have also to remark, that in obedience to Your Excellency’s instructions, 
we called upon each individual who appeared before us to state their reasons for 
not having made proof of their claims before the Commissioners of Inquiry, and 
their excuses were confined either to ignorance of the late commission, to a 
conception of its being unnecessary, or to the little value they placed upon tlu: 
securities which they held of the late Royal Canal Company. 

By the accompanying Schedule Your Excellency will perceive the extent of 
claims which have been made before us; — that of Stock Debentures to die 
amount of 3,500/., for which 2,000/. 6.v. 8 d. was paid; that of Loan to tin: 
amount of 15,400/., and for which 14,079/. os. id. has been proved. 

Upon an examination of the books of the late Commissioners of Inquiry wo 
found, that subsequent to their Second Report, claims had been proved before 
them of Stock Debentures of 23,300/., for which 12,541 /. 3.?. 4,/. j, as keen 
allowed; and of Loan Debentures of 19,080/., for which 18,337/. 15.V. lias 
been recorded. These several sums, added to the amount which appears in the 
printed Schedules, as attached to their Second Report, combined with the sums 
proved before us, will make the following Totals, viz. 292,335/. Slock' Debentures 
value proved 145,516/. 195. ; Loan Debentures 846,230/., value proved 
801,145/. 19s. 9 d.; leaving 7,665/. of Stock, and 15,770/. of Loan Deben- 
tures yet unclaimed.
